Imrkcd liy a ciliz- 
onry of ujiward o\' 20,0(M).(l(Mt ('apaliic ot niililary duty; in- 
duslrial resources incomparably the greatest in tho world, 
already mobilized for pulilic service; .ind the moral force 
of jnorc than lOO.flflO.ono Americans awakened to their coun- 
try's peril and iniited behind tiieir President with a patriotie 
fervor reincarnating the spirit of 76, 

There is not a sylliilile of cggerntioii in that slalenient nor in ah 
items brought forward liy way of coiitii mation. We have tlie woii 
^ Capt. Persius. a (Icrmnn expert whose judgment in such matter: 
stands iiifrii. tliat thV American navy stands today practically eipia'

Still h s- 
will the people of Austria-Hungary who likewise have exceptional !> 
intimate and firsthand relations with us. No nation can indilTerenl ii 
the logic of such facts as that, for example, one-half the hnnmn ract 
arrayed against them, or that they faee six tinu's their number ii 
man strength. Not counting tiie native races of India and with the 
United States as their latest recruit, the Entente Powers have fou; 
ti^es the population in reserve of those who are aligned with the 
xKaiser. 

- r } \ It is, however, in economic strength that the disproportion h 

,~ most outstanding, and hero it is important to hear in mind that debts 
have to be taken into account as well as resources. The per capita 
national debt of Germany is more than twenty times as heavy a> 
tnat of the rniled Stales. That may not count at first, hnt when tin 
tihie comes to consider that, i naddition to the actual burden, the 
higher rate of interest makes the annual charge thirty times as heavy. 
• it is.evident. tliat it will have lis ell'ect. Here iii e a few other factors :

For sheer per- 
formance we are quite willing to place the Panama Canal by the side 
of the Kiel Canal and let it go at that. 

' flUNDAT 0OHOOL MOVEMENT FOB EVERYBODY TO ATTEND 
OZVIN STBONO ENDOBSDONT 

Marion Lawrence, general secretary of the International Sun- 
day-school Association, has endorsed the Go-to-Sunday-school Day 
movement. 

"Eentoolgr haa blazed the way," Mr. Lawrence writes, "for 
the rest of the COtintry alons many lines, oivil. political and religious. 
History wHl show, however, that she never did anything more far- 
reaching in its effect upon our Nation than the introduction of 'Gn- 
to-Sunday-school Day.' "We take off our' hats to Kentucky. 

"While the plan is not yet four years old, already fourteen 
States and provinees are in Uno and have observed 'Go-to-Snndat 
school Day.' They are: Kentucky, fleoigia, \ew Hampshire, Sas. 
katchewan, Nebraska, Alabama, Arkansas, Mississippi, Soutli Caro- 
lina, Michigan, Delaware, Maine. New Jersey and Tennessee. 

"It is a great thin? to arouse the conscience of a whole State 
and bring thousands and hundreds of thousands to the performance 
of a noble deed at a given time. This is exactly what the 'Go-to-8nn- 
day-school Day' does. 

"The greatest step in any man's life is the step which begins 
the pemianent habit of church-going, and there is no better place to 
inangarate this habit than in attendance upon the Sunday-school. 

"The Sunday-schools of Kentucky do far more to make it a good 
State to livp in than all the laws on her statue books.

Two FatailtltH Occur >cur Muses 
JUIIii Fleming I'uuuty, Caused by 
Op«i Qratea— Aeddeata Oe- 
eurred Six Miles Apart. 

Muaea MlUa, Ky., April 11, (Special 
to the Ledger)— Thla entire conumin 
Ity waa ahocked late Tuesday ivening 
when It was learned that Henry 
HelphcBtine, 84, who resided near 
Narvo, 6 miles wcki of this place wbb 
burned to dcalli. Ik' was Hubject to 
lits and il Ih tliouK'it tliiU he had a 
fit and li'll liu c loienioHt into tlie lin 
His wife was dead and tlio old inaii 
lived by biniseK against the advice oi 
his children all of whom are married. 

About 3 o'clock In the afternoon he 
waa found by one of bis granddaugh- 
ters who went to vialt him, laying face 
foremoat with hta head and abouldera 
in the fire. All his clothing waa 
burned oR to hla waist and his face 
and neck was burned terribly while 
one of his arms was almost burned 
oK. 

Coroner I'liarles H. Ciimpton of this 
place was called by phone and hurry- 
IHR to till' Bcc'iie I'lipanaled a jury and 
after several witnesses were swoiii 
and examined a jui y brouplit in a ver- 
dict of accidental death. 

He bad hardly dlsmalsed the Jury 
when he was notified that a two-year 
old daughter of Claude Jones and 
wife, who reside at Park Lake, Ave 
miles North of here had been burned 
to death by Its clothing catching Are 
while standing near a heating stove. 
He investlfsaled and found .that the 
little Kirl and old man were burned 
to death on the same day and at the 
aenie liuur. They lived in about six 
miles of each other. Il is feared that 
Mrs. Jones will lose her mind on ac- 
count of the loss of her little girl 

Seven years ago Rufus Marshall a 
farmer who resided near the home of 
Mr. Helphestlne was burned to death 
when their home which was a large 
log house was completely destroyed 
bjr fire, Mr. Marshall being away from 
home at the time.

Washington, April 12— Austrian and 
Bulgarian representatives arc endeav- 
oring to approach Entente diplomatH 
In Hwitzerland on the subject of peace. 

I'rosH dispatches today reporting 
Ilulgarian efforts In thla lino develop- 
ed the fact that It Is known bore not 
only that Bulgaria baa takes sound- 
ings, but also that tbera has been 
similar action In the nam* of Aus- 
trla-Honiaqr. 'Whathar the two eonn- 
tries are worldng separately or to- 
gether is not Imown, nor has any ref- 
erence been made to the attitude of 
Germany or Turkey. 

OfllclalB here see In the Austrian 
and Bulgarian actions merely nn ex- 
pression of weariness with the war 
and anxiety to bring it to an end 
without, however, involving any In- 
dication of desperation on their part 
which would make them propose 
terms acceptable to the Entente. As 
a result there Is every evidence that 
the Informal cltorts now being made 
mark merely a step in the long road 
that will pvenfiinlly lead to peace, 
and do not offer hope of real nego- 
tiations in the neor future. 

This oiilnlons Is strengthened by the 
fact that the Kntenio diplomats have 
not necejited tlw suggestions made to 
them In privale eonvi rsations, but 
have Indicated, on the other hand, 
that they will not go into any such 
dIsciisBion blindfolded. They have 
left the Imprcsaion that they stand on 
the general principles enunoiated by 
their governments that the Entente 
nations will not enter a peace confer- 
ence until their enemies have made 
public their terms. 

ludepi ndent soundings by Austria 
and llulgaria, even if entirely tenta- 
tive, have attracted interest here, 
however, as showing the dissatisfac- 
tion of those two goveninients with 
the course of the war and their ap- 
iNirent anxiety to engotiate directly 
and not through the medium of Ger- 
many. As both these countries are 
I'l'ported to be more eager for peace 
than their more powerful ally, a de- 
gree of hope Is felt that their exig- 
encies may force Germany to a more 
moderate stand and bring the day of 
iiltiinnte peace nearer.
